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Healthcare  reform  is  on  everyone's  agen- 
da. It  is  essential  to  look  at  the  role  of 
academic  health  centers  in  the  unfold- 
ing debate  —  how  well  we  educate  and 
train  those  who  will  be  providing  health- 
care into  the  next  century. 

When  I  talk  about  the  Medical 
Center's  three-pronged  mission,  I  point 
out  that  education,  service  and  research 
are  inherently  intertwined  —  achieve- 
ment of  excellence  in  one  depends  upon 
our  successful  endeavors  in  the  others. 

Education  launched  this  medical 
center,  with  the  establishment  of  its 
medical  school.  Today,  the  need  to  edu- 
cate more  primary  care  physicians  — 
always  on  the  front  burner  for  this  cam- 
pus —  has  been  brought  into  sharper 
focus  nationally. 

In  our  ongoing  endeavors  to 
achieve  excellence  in  teaching  tomor- 
row's physicians,  we  are  engaged  in 
major  curriculum  revision.  We  demon- 
strate the  richness  that's  in  primary  care 
and  place  greater  than  ever  emphasis  on 
teaching  of  the  medical  interview.  This  is 
happening  within  the  broad  context  of 


the  academic  health  center  that  we  have 
become,  following  that  "launching"  with 
the  first  class  of  sixteen  medical  students 
in  1970. 

We  have  grown  to  encompass  a 
graduate  school  of  biomedical  sciences, 
a  tertiary  care  hospital,  a  graduate 
school  of  nursing  and  a  nationally  recog- 
nized research  enterprise.  We  are  edu- 
cating scientists  and  graduate  nurses,  as 


well  as  physicians,  to  meet  the  chal- 
lenges of  the  changing  healthcare  envi- 
ronment —  scientists  who  will  engage  in 
biomedical  research,  nurses  with  the 
skills  needed  for  managing  care  in  acute 
and  community  settings. 

Today,  the  interwoven  activities  that 
characterize  an  academic  health  center 
mean  that  we  carry  out  our  educational 
mission  in  ways  that  extend  far  bevond 


le  mission  ol  the 


classrooms.  The  individuals  profiled 
on  the  following  pages  will  acquaint 
you  with  some  of  those  who  are  part 
of  UMMC's  multi-faceted  teaching 
and  learning  environment,  this 
academic  year. 

At  the  same  time,  it  must  be  noted 
that  our  traditional  teaching  space  is 
stretched  to  its  limits.  To  address  that 
issue,  we  continue  to  wage  a  campaign, 
begun  last  year,  to  build  a  Learning 
Center  that  will  enable  us  to  accommo- 
date our  expanding  educational  com- 
mitments at  least  until  the  turn  of  the 
century.  In  this  first-ever  capital  cam- 
paign for  the  Medical  Center,  we  are 
about  halfway  toward  our  goal  of  $2.3 
million,  as  reported  on  page  27. 

As  always,  I  invite  your  interest  in 
this  annual  report  of  Medical  Center 
activities  and  look  forward  to  your 
response.

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Visitors  to  the  office  of  James  E.  Hamos, 
PhD,  are  immediately  confronted  by  a 
poster  proclaiming,  "Our  progress  as  a 
nation  can  be  no  swifter  than  our 
progress  in  education.  The  human  mind 
is  our  fundamental  resource." 

The  words  are  from  John  F. 
Kennedy's  message  to  Congress  in  1961, 
but  they  are  an  equally  apt  explanation 
of  why  Hamos,  a  career  scientist,  is 
devoting  his  energy  to  changing  the  way 
science  is  taught  in  the  public  schools. 

As  director  of  UMMC's  Office  of 
Science  Education,  Hamos  has  forged 
partnerships  between  UMMC  and  area 
public  schools,  the  state's  Department 
of  Education,  the  biotechnology  indus- 
try, regional  educational  collaboratives, 
and  the  New  England  Science  Center 
in  Worcester. 

Like  most  scientists,  Hamos  retains 
his  sense  of  wonder.  "Science,"  he 
believes,  "is  an  open-ended  game  where 
you  don't  yet  know  the  answers  and  so 
are  free  to  explore." 

Yet  that  approach,  which  seems  so 
natural  to  scientists  and  also  capitalizes 
on  children's  natural  curiosity,  often 
takes  a  back  seat  to  the  traditional  edu-

cational  model  in  which  students  are 
expected  to  master  a  body  of  facts.  The 
problem  with  the  traditional  model, 
Hamos  says,  is  that  "it  isn't  fun."  And, 
he  adds,  "it  doesn't  produce  adults  who 
are  learners." 

According  to  Hamos,  much  of  sci- 
ence can  be  distilled  into  perhaps  10 
conceptual  statements,  such  as  "Energy 
is  conserved,"  and  "DNA  is  the  root  of 
life."  He  believes  these  concepts  are 
best  learned  through  hands-on  activities 
that  demonstrate  fundamental  scientific 
understandings  and  their  relationships 
to  human  affairs. 

Ideally,  these  concepts  would  pro- 
vide an  educational  framework  within 
which  teachers  are  free  to  share  their 
own  enthusiasms  with  their  students.  In 
such  a  system,  it  wouldn't  matter  a  great 
deal  whether  fourth-grade  students  were 
learning  about  the  rain  forest  or  explor- 
ing the  workings  of  simple  machines. 
What  would  matter  would  be  the 
insights  gained  through  their  investiga- 
tions, and  the  ability  students  would  gain 
to  transfer  scientific  thinking  to  other 
academic  disciplines. 


Such  an  approach  would  require 
changes.  Testing  would  shift  from  mea- 
suring how  well  students  understand 
facts  to  assessing  how  well  they  compre- 
hend and  utilize  concepts.  And  teachers 
would  exchange  their  expert  role  for 
that  of  facilitator.  Hamos,  who  thinks 
the  result  would  be  rewarding,  says  that 
in  workshops,  he  leads  teachers  toward 
the  wonder  and  the  beauty  of  being  able 
to  say,  "I  don't  know." 

Hamos's  interest  in  education  grew 
out  of  his  work  as  a  neuroscientist  and 
his  role  as  a  parent.  As  a  neuroscientist, 
he  was  frequently  asked  to  give  talks  to 
families  and  caregivers  of  patients  with 
Alzheimer's  disease.  In  order  to  provide 
his  audience  with  a  basic  understanding 
of  the  disease,  he  often  had  to  begin  by 
explaining  the  nature  of  a  cell.  This  led 
him  to  reflect  on  the  importance  of  sci- 
entific literacy  in  everyday  life:  "Without 
an  understanding  of  science,  people  lose 
the  ability  to  be  in  charge  of  their  own 
healthcare." 

And  how,  he  wonders,  can  citizens 
decide  "whether  or  not  to  invest  in  pro- 
jects such  as  the  supercollider  without  a 
basic  understanding  of  science?" 


Education 
I   UMMC's  Interpreter  Services 
Office  attracted  regional  and  national  attention 
as  a  result  of  its  unique  program  to  train  bilin- 
gual high  school  students  for  medical  interpreta- 
tion careers.  In  its  mission  to  translate  for  non- 
English  speaking  patients  and  to  help  address 
the  shortage  of  qualified  medical  interpreters, 
the  office  applied  for  and  won  state 
funding  to  teach  an  eight-week  course  on  the 


basic  elements  of  medical  translation.  The  train- 
ing helped  provide  career  opportunities  to  young 
adults  who  otherwise  might  not  have  been  able 
to  afford  advanced  training.  Maria  Durham  is 
director  of  Interpreter  Services. 
I     Nurses  with  master's  degrees  now  have 
the  option  of  returning  to  school  to  become 
adult  nurse  practitioners  through  a  post-master's 
certificate  program  established  by  the  Graduate 
School  of  Nursing.

When,  as  a  parent,  he  visited  his 
children's  classrooms,  he  found  teachers 
eager  to  talk  about  science  education. 
How  to  get  kids  interested  in  science? 
He  began  encouraging  colleagues  to 
take  excursions  to  local  classrooms,  all 
the  while  dreaming  of  a  more  formal 
linkage  between  UMMC  and  area 
schools. 

With  the  establishment  of  the 
Office  of  Science  Education,  that  dream 
is  taking  tangible  shape.  Today,  dozens 
of  UMMC  volunteers  share  their  enthu- 
siasm for  science  by  visifing  classrooms, 
inviting  students  and  teachers  into  their 
laboratories  as  visitors  or  interns,  and 
leading  teacher  workshops.  But  Hamos 
is  already  envisioning  the  day  when  he 
can  deploy  600  volunteers,  representing 
10  percent  of  UMMC's  personnel. 

"We  have  a  wonderful  opportunity," 
he  says.  "The  Worcester  area  is  manage- 
able in  size  and  very  recepdve  to  inquiry- 
based  and  open-ended  science  educa- 
don. With  so  many  scientific  and  educa- 
donal  resources,  we  are  in  a  unique  posi- 
tion to  create  a  dynamic  model  for  sci- 
ence education."

"Primary  care  will  never  be  glamorous," 
says  pediatrician  Thomas  G.  DeWitt, 
MD.  "We'll  never  compare  to  the 
cardiac  surgeon  who  performs  a  heart 
transplant,  or  a  plastic  surgeon  who 
reconstructs  the  face  of  an  accident 
victim.  Those  are  dramatic  events  in 
people's  lives. 

"But  there  is  a  substance  to  primary 
care,"  he  notes  thoughtfully,  grappling 
with  the  right  words  to  describe  the  role 
of  a  generalist  physician,  "a  depth  of 
relations,  a  bond  that  forms  because  of 
the  long-term  intimate  relationships  one 
has  with  patients,  that  makes  primary 
care  extremely  valued." 

In  the  proposed  Clinton  national 
healthcare  reform  —  which  aims  to  pro- 
vide universal  access,  or  coverage  for 
everyone  —  the  primary  care  physician 
will  play  a  critical  role.  Estimates  indi- 
cate that  "generalists"  —  the  providers 
of  primary  care  —  must  make  up  50  per- 
cent of  all  physicians  in  the  U.S.  for  the 
new  system  to  work.  Currently,  only 
about  30  percent  of  the  nation's  physi- 
cians are  in  the  primary  care  specialties 
of  general  pediatrics,  general  internal 
medicine,  and  family  practice. 


As  one  of  the  directors  of  the 
Generalist  Physician  Initiative  (GPI), 
DeWitt  meets  weekly  with  an  interdisci- 
plinary, inter-institutional  group  repre- 
senting Worcester's  three  major  health- 
care institutions  —  UMMC,  Fallon 
Health  Care  System  and  the  Medical 
Center  of  Central  Massachusetts.  The 
group's  aim  is  to  sharpen  UMass's  com- 
petitive edge  to  win  a  six-year,  $2.5  mil- 
lion grant  from  the  Robert  Wood 
Johnson  Foundation,  to  implement  a 
comprehensive  set  of  initiatives  that  will 
increase  the  number  of  generalist  physi- 
cians in  practice. 

DeWitt  describes  the  group  as  "very 
open,  frank,  characterized  by  a  wonder- 
ful cross-fertilization  and  sharing  of 
ideas.  There's  a  propensity  to  disagree  at 
times,  but  we  all  have  a  common  goal  of 
creating  a  very  high  quality  generalist 
education  system  in  Central 
Massachusetts  —  possibly  a  national 
model  training  program  —  that  goes 
beyond  the  parochialism  of  any  individ- 
ual institution." 

One  topic  that  generates  impas- 
sioned discussion  is  developing  workable 
solutions  to  shift  the  training  of  medical 


students  and  residents  from  the  tertiary 
hospital  setting  to  community-based 
practice  sites.  Such  experiences,  as  early 
on  in  the  educational  process  as  possi- 
ble, are  key  in  turning  students  on  to 
generalism. 

"We  plan  to  draw  upon  a  significant 
number  of  practicing  physicians  in  the 
region,"  he  explains.  "They  can  show 
students  and  residents  how  to  apply  the 
knowledge  they've  acquired  in  the  basic 
sciences  classrooms  to  the  real  world  of 
generalism." 

Another  priority  of  the  GPI  is  to 
enhance  the  status  of  practicing  general- 
ists through  programs  that  develop  their 
skills  as  teachers,  and  to  define  ways  to 
support  the  primary  care  practitioner 
who,  by  the  nature  of  his  or  her  work,  is 
at  high  risk  for  burnout. 

"How  can  we  make  their  profession- 
al lives  and  experiences  better?  That's  a 
very  profound  piece  in  this  whole  matrix 
of  developing  more  generalists.  We  can 
get  medical  students  excited,  and  we  can 
train  them.  But  once  they  get  out  into 
practice,  they  need  not  to  feel  aban- 
doned by  the  system."

UMass  is  making  a  significant  com- 
mitment to  generalist  training,  above 
and  beyond  its  already  impressive  track 
record,  says  DeWitt:  "The  GPI  is  an 
effort  to  bring  primary  care  into  the 
same  stature  with  other  important  insti- 
tutional pursuits,  including  research 
and  the  specialty  dimension." 

Committed  to  the  primary  care 
cause  long  before  it  appeared  front  and 
center  on  the  national  stage,  DeWitt 
developed  a  nationally  recognized 
model  for  training  pediatric  residents  in 
community-based  settings.  Now  he  is 
Medical  Director  of  the  Meyers  Primary 
Care  Institute,  a  Fallon-UMass  collabora- 
tion in  managed  primary  care.  In  the 
national  arena,  he  is  president  of  the 
Ambulatory  Pediatric  Association. 

For  him,  these  are  exhilarating 
times:  "Basically,  we've  been  pushing 
and  pushing  at  this  big  door  that's  been 
slowly  opening,  and  all  of  a  sudden 
someone  pulls  out  the  stops,  the  door 
goes  flying  open,  and  we're  charging 
through.  Now  we  need  to  move  forward 
in  an  integrated  way  that  keeps  the  insti- 
tution's mission  in  balance."

When  you  see  a  physician  for  a  general 
check-up  or  to  discuss  a  specific  problem 
—  a  pain  in  the  chest,  a  sore  throat,  a 
persistent  backache  —  it's  likely  that 
you'll  spend  most  of  your  appointment 
in  conversation.  The  conversation  may 
seem  casual.  You  may  even  exchange 
jokes  or,  if  you  know  the  physician  well, 
discuss  your  families  in  detail. 

But  the  medical  interview  is,  in  fact, 
the  most  important  part  of  your  visit. 
"Your  doctor  isn't  going  to  see  you  and 
then  say,  'Come  back  tomorrow,  I  need 
to  think  about  things,'"  notes  Sarah 
Stone,  MD.  "During  an  effective  medical 
interview,  your  physician  gathers  infor- 
mation —  not  just  about  the  symptoms 
at  hand,  but  about  any  hidden  concerns 
as  well.  At  the  same  time,  your  physician 
is  using  problem-solving  skills  to  make  a 
diagnosis." 

Conducting  an  effective  medical 
interview  while  simultaneously  diagnos- 
ing a  series  of  symptoms  is  a  complex 
process  —  or  rather,  two  distinctly  differ- 
ent complex  processes.  Stone,  in  her 
research-and-education  role  for 


UMMC's  Division  of  General  Medicine, 
has  seen  to  it  during  the  last  three  years 
that  UMass  medical  students  get  lots  of 
practice  to  hone  both  their  communica- 
tion skills  and  their  ability  to  make  sense 
of  various  clinical  problems. 

"Every  medical  school  has  a  course 
in  communication  skills,"  concedes 
Stone,  "but  what  we  do  is  offer  a  first- 
year  course  that  combines  two  concepts: 
interviewing  and  problem  solving.  We 
use  real  or  simulated  patients,  and  talk 
about  their  clinical  problems.  For  exam- 
ple, if  we  plan  to  introduce  a  patient 
with  a  chest  pain,  we  first  spend  three 
weeks  discussing  with  students  the  sorts 
of  questions  to  ask  to  determine  what 
that  pain  could  be.  Then  we  gradually 
add  complexities  to  that  first  clinical 
problem,  including  hidden  concerns  a 
patient  might  have." 

A  lecture  entitled  "Delivering  Bad 
News"  had  students  practicing  with  a 
simulated  patient  how  to  broach  the  pos- 
sibility of  a  cancer  diagnosis.  "It's  very 
emotionally  draining  for  a  physician  to 
give  bad  news,  and  it's  certainly  draining 
for  a  patient  to  receive  it,"  Stone  asserts. 
"Physicians  should  know  that  a  patient 


needs  time  to  react,  time  to  get  angry 
and  time  to  ask  a  million  questions 
about  the  diagnosis." 

A  medical  interview  is  also  a  thera- 
peutic tool  for  the  patient,  and  it 
increases  physician  satisfaction  as  well. 
"Often  a  patient  feels  better  just  by  talk- 
ing about  things,  reassured  even  before 
any  treatment  begins.  The  diagnosis  is 
likely  to  be  more  clear  if  a  doctor  knows 
how  to  elicit  information.  And  it's  also 
important  in  forming  the  effective  rela- 
tionships between  doctors  and  their 
patients  that  make  everyone  feel  more 
satisfied." 

Stone,  who  joined  the  UMass  faculty 
in  1986,  says  it  was  during  her  first  year 
that  she  formed  a  group  with  Aaron 
Lazare,  MD  —  then  chair  of  psychiatry 
—  designed  to  give  physicians  a  chance 
to  meet  and  discuss  difficult  patient 
interviews.  "A  lot  of  things  can  make  an 
interview  difficult,"  she  reports,  "includ- 
ing a  discussion  of  a  patient's  sexual  his- 
tory, a  situation  where  you  have  to  give  a 
patient  bad  news,  or  an  ethical  dilemma

Hospital).  The  affiliations  are  part  of  UMMC's 
continuing  plan  to  develop  an  integrated  region- 
al healthcare  system.  For  patients  in  north-  and 
west-central  Massachusetts  and  south-central 
New  Hampshire,  the  arrangements  should  maxi- 
mize access  to  advanced  technology  and  cost- 
efficient  healthcare.  The  new  affiliates  will 
remain  fully  independent  and  autonomous. 
B    UMMC  began  operating  the  first 
mobile  cardiac  catheterization  program  in  the 


Northeast.  A  48-foot  semi-trailer  is  traveling 
among  eight  community  hospitals  in 
Massachusetts  —  ranging  from  Attleboro  to 
Springfield,  and  as  far  north  as  Newburyport  — 
equipped  and  staffed  to  provide  a  diagnostic 
heart  test  previously  available  only  in  fixed  units 
of  large  hospitals.  The  program  enables  partici- 
pating hospitals  to  offer  cardiac  catheterization 
in  a  cost-effective  manner,  via  a  shared 
resource.  Because  local  access  for  this  procedure 


will  be  greatly  improved,  it  is  expected  that  car- 
diac disease  will  be  detected  in  earlier  stages 
and  therefore  treated,  in  many  instances,  using 
less  costly  techniques. 

UMMC  announced  a  1 0-year  agreement 
with  Healthsource  New  Hampshire,  one  of  New 
England's  leading  managed  healthcare  compa- 
nies. Healthsource  will  develop  a  variety  of 
and  self-funded  products  for  Central 
Massachusetts,  with  medical  care  delivered  by 


like  having  .1  patient  ask  you  to  write  out 
a  prescription  for  another  member  of 
the  family." 

From  this  first  group,  the  idea  for 
the  medical  interview  course  evolved. 
Stone  hopes  one  day  to  see  the  course 
continued  through  all  four  years  of  med- 
ical school. 

"Medical  interview  skills  are  becom- 
ing increasingly  important  as  there  is 
more  emphasis  on  primary  care  and  on 
cost  cutting  in  this  country,"  she  notes. 
"Luckily,  these  are  skills  that  every  physi- 
cian can  develop  and  practice."

i     Lynn  Li,  MD,  assistant  professor  of 
medicine  and  a  specialist  in  geriatrics,  was 
named  medical  director  of  University  Commons 
Nursing  Care  Center,  the  new  skilled  nursing 
facility  that  opened  adjacent  to  UMMC.

"Some  people  want  to  be  rich,  observes 
Robert  T.  Woodland,  PhD.  "Some  want 
to  be  famous.  Others  want  to  be  right  to 
the  exclusion  of  all  other  things,  includ- 
ing, at  times,  even  the  truth." 

So  what  does  Bob  Woodland  want? 
More  than  anything,  his  dream  for  him- 
self and  the  students  in  his  laboratory  is 
"to  succeed  in  the  analysis  of  the  ques- 
tions that  are  important."  Right  now 
they  are  asking  how  and  why  cells  in  the 
immune  system  die,  knowing  that  the 
answers  to  these  questions  hold  the  key 
to  many  scientific  and  medical  advances. 

But  while  Woodland  considers 
knowledge  and  technical  skill  essential 
for  scientists,  he  also  sees  the  need  for 
other  qualities  such  as  ethical  values, 
high  standards,  critical  thinking,  self- 
esteem,  and  courage. 

"There  was  a  time  when  it  was 
enough  to  teach  scientists  how  to  do 


research,"  he  says.  But  today,  in  a  society 
that  no  longer  has  a  shared  ethical 
frame  of  reference,  he  feels  that  ethics 
must  be  taught  if  scientists  are  to  resolve 
a  steady  stream  of  scholarly  dilemmas: 


how  to  credit  the  ideas  of  other  scien- 
tists, how  to  preserve  the  integrity  of 
data,  how  to  decide  when  to  abandon  an 
experiment. 

A  strong  ethical  framework  is  also 
needed  to  deal  with  the  type  of  ethical 
dilemmas  —  animal  research,  for  one  — 
that  are  debated  loudly  in  the  media. 
On  that  subject,  Woodland  considers 
the  responsible  use  of  animals  both 
essential  and  ethical.  Despite  the 
protests  of  animal  activists  to  the  con- 
trary, he  says  cell  processes  can't  always 
be  replicated  in  vitro —  outside  the 
body  in  cell  culture,  in  a  petri  dish. 
And  understanding  cell  processes  is 
essential  to  combatting  the  most 
intractable  diseases. 

Woodland  believes  that  high  per- 
sonal standards  are  necessary  if  scientists 
are  to  make  tough  calls.  "You  don't 
become  ethical  as  a  scientist  because  you 
are  a  scientist,"  he  concludes,  "but 
because  you  are  ethical  as  a  person  and 
bring  those  standards  into  the  profes- 
sion." 

Woodland  considers  the  failure  to 
set  high  standards  a  failure  of  courage: 


"We  usually  consider  courage  as  some- 
thing you  muster  when  there's  a  bull 
running  at  you.  It's  not.  Courage  is 
something  you  muster  to  do  your  job 
well  every  day." 

Critical  thinking  and  careful  obser- 
vation are  also  essential  scientific  tools. 
He  considers  himself  fortunate  to  have 
had  parents  who  provided  him  with 
tools  for  learning,  such  as  erector  and 
chemistry  sets,  and  an  aunt  —  a  doctor 
—  who  taught  him  how  to  make  relevant 
observations:  "It's  not  enough  to  look  at 
an  object.  You  have  to  understand  why 
you  looked  at  it  in  the  first  place  and 
what  you're  gaining  from  looking  at  it." 
That  power  to  see  is  as  essential  for  the 
scientist  as  it  is  for  the  artist,  historian, 
or  archaeologist,  he  believes,  and  it 
should  be  nurtured  at  every  stage  in  the 
educational  process. 

Self-esteem  ranks  high  on 
Woodland's  list  of  requisites  for  scien- 
tists. Even  people  who  enter  science  with 
high  personal  self-esteem  need  to 
emerge  from  the  process  with  high  pro- 
fessional self-esteem  as  practitioners  of 
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University  Health  Systems  of  New  England,  is  a 
non-profit  organization  whose  programs  benefit 
UMMC  and  the  community. 
I     UMMC  began  operating  a  45-bed  acute 
psychiatric  unit  at  Worcester  State  Hospital  as 
part  of  the  governor's  plan  to  restructure  state 
mental  health  services.  The  unit  serves 
Department  of  Mental  Health  clients  who  suffer 
from  acute  episodes  of  mental  illness  and  who 
reside  in  the  Greater  Worcester  area,  including 


eastern  suburbs  reaching  to  Framingham. 
I    The  Department  of  Psychiatry 
began  staffing  and  operating  Springfield 
Municipal  Hospital's  new  Secure  Rehabilitation 
unit,  a  30-bed  inpatient  locked  unit  which  serves 
long-stay,  seriously  mentally  ill  patients  from 
Western  Massachusetts.  In  addition  to  patients 
transferred  from  Northampton  State  Hospital, 
the  unit  will  serve  clients  who  are  first  evaluated 
and  treated  in  acute  or  forensic  units  and  found 


to  need  longer  stays  in  a  secure  inpatient 
setting. 

I    A  new  concept  in  healthcare  aimed 
at  improving  quality  and  decreasing  cost  is  the 
focus  of  pilot  projects  on  two  of  UMMC's  inten- 
sive care  units.  "Patient  centered  care"  address- 
es the  problem  of  how  hospitals  have  tradition- 
ally centered  operations  around  the  needs  of 
departments,  rather  than  the  needs  of  the 
patient.  The  new  approach  emphasizes  bringing 


their  discipline.  "Knowledge  and  techni- 
cal skills  are  givens,"  he  says,  "but  I  hope 
we're  never  so  short-sighted  as  to  focus 
on  technical  mastery  at  the  expense  of 
self-esteem." 

Woodland  considers  enthusiasm  an 
essential  educational  tool.  "Scientists 
enlist  other  scientists  from  their  enthusi- 
asm," he  says.  "In  my  own  scientific  train- 
ing, I've  benefitted  from  the  incredible 
enthusiasm  for  the  work  displayed  by  my 
mentors." 

If  Woodland  could  change  one 
thing  in  the  educational  process,  he 
would  break  down  the  walls  between  dis- 
ciplines. He  considers  divisions  between 
basic  and  clinical  science  troubling, 
since  the  underpinnings  and  ultimate 
goals  of  both  are  so  similar.  And  he 
hopes  that  the  current  healthcare 
debate  will  not  force  aspiring  physicians 
to  make  premature  decisions  between 
primary  care  and  specialization. 

"This  is  a  difficult  time  in  educa- 
tion," Woodland  says.  But  he  has  the 
solution  at  his  fingertips.  "We  need  even 
more  courage  to  make  the  right  deci- 
sions today  than  in  the  past." 


as  many  services  as  possible  closer  to  the  patient. 
It  decentralizes  services  such  as  pharmacy  and 
laboratory,  cross-trains  staff,  and  redesigns  work. 
UMMC's  pilot  projects  will  evaluate  the  use  of 
pharmacy  technicians  and  EMTs  to  relieve  RNs 
from  routine  tasks  so  they  may  devote  more 
time  to  bedside  care  and  other  professional 
responsibilities. 

\    Jeffrey  Dann,  MD,  assistant  professor  of 
surgery,  performed  the  first  laser  prostatectomy  in 
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vlinical  Classrooms: 

Five  minutes  in  his  office  and  Marc 
Stewart,  MD,  proves  he's  a  born  educa- 
tor. Both  clinician  and  research  scientist, 
he  launches  into  an  overview  of  what's 
happening  in  gene  therapy  and  innova- 
tions at  the  cellular  border,  quickly 
sketching  retroviruses  and  double  helix- 
es on  the  nearest  blank  sheet  of  paper. 

Stewart  came  to  Worcester  last  year 
to  work  with  Peter  Quesenberry,  MD,  in 
the  formation  of  UMMC's  new  Cancer 
Center.  And  he  lost  no  time  in  remind- 
ing a  dozen  of  his  fellow  faculty  mem- 
bers about  the  bustling  intersection  of 
research  and  clinical  practice  in  hema- 
tology and  oncology  —  the  scientific 
terms  for  blood  diseases  and  tumors.  He 
launched  a  division-wide,  21-week  series 
of  seminars  and  case  presentations.  The 
first  session?  Gene  Theory  101:  the 
structure,  organization  and  regulation  of 
human  genes,  presented  by  Dr.  Stewart. 

"A  lot  of  us  clinicians  out  in  the 
field  have  forgotten  our  cellular  biology 
and  biochemistry,"  he  says.  "Molecular 
medicine  is  the  wave  of  the  future. 
It's  important  to  be  updated  on  its 
concepts." 


Gene  Theory  101 

Genetic  concepts  will  translate  into 
actual  gene  therapy  at  UMMC  sometime 
in  the  spring  of  1994,  says  Stewart,  once 
all  appropriate  permits  and  clearances 
are  granted.  And  his  colleagues'  educa- 
tion will  be  ongoing,  with  patients  acting 
as  co-teachers  with  Stewart.  When 
patients  undergo  gene  therapy,  their 
reaction  to  this  complex  treatment  adds 
to  the  faculty's  knowledge  base  —  a  sup- 
plement to  the  curriculum. 

Stewart  and  his  team  have  devel- 
oped protocols  for  bone  marrow  treat- 
ment for  patients  with  chronic  myeloge- 
nous leukemia  (CML)  and  multiple 
myeloma.  And  that,  Stewart  hopes,  will 
be  just  the  beginning.  Cystic  fibrosis  and 
sickle  cell  anemia  are  two  other  condi- 
tions that  may  have  promising  responses 
to  gene  therapy. 

"There  are  almost  endless  ideas 
about  the  applications  of  gene  therapy," 
he  says.  "So  many  diseases  are  genetical- 
ly based.  Some  are  hereditary.  Can  we 
repair  these  genetic  defects  and  reverse 
the  disease  process?" 

The  basic  premise  of  gene  therapy 
is  replacing  a  defective  gene  with  a  nor- 
mal one.  "It  can  be  hard  to  remove  a 


gene  from  a  cell's  nucleus  and  then  pre- 
cisely replace  it,"  Stewart  says.  "Often,  a 
normal  one  is  added  and  we  hope  it 
overwhelms  the  abnormal  products  of 
the  defective  gene." 

Enzymes  and  viruses  are  the  tools 
used  to  execute  this  delicate  work. 
Enzymes  can  snip  off  pieces  of  genetic 
material  from  a  chain  by  easing  the  ten- 
sion of  bonds  that  cement  together  basic 
genetic  building  blocks,  or  codons. 
These  genes  then  "ride"  in  viruses  used 
as  launch  vehicles  to  transport  normal 
genes  into  the  DNA  of  a  diseased  cell's 
nucleus. 

But  to  reach  their  destination,  virus- 
es must  negotiate  a  minefield  of  regula- 
tors within  a  cell.  To  increase  the  odds 
of  success,  Stewart  uses  a  custom- 
designed  virus,  called  a  retrovirus,  to  be 
the  gene  carrier.  To  prevent  the  risk  of 
introducing  multiple  mutations,  the 
virus  is  neutered,  or  "safety  modified,"  to 
prevent  its  uncontrolled  replication 
within  the  cell. 

While  Stewart  now  spends  most  of 
his  time  treating  patients  in  UMMC's  28- 
bed  hematology/ oncology  unit  and  on 
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central/western  Massachusetts.  Not  yet  FDA- 
approved,  the  experimental  procedure  relieves 
obstruction  caused  by  an  enlarged  prostate 
gland,  without  the  negative  side  effects  caused 
by  the  surgical  procedure.  The  laser  prostatecto- 
my could  be  a  breakthrough  for  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  older  men  in  the  U.S.  who  suffer 
from  an  enlarged  prostate  gland.  Dr.  Dann  is 
one  of  about  30  urologists  nationwide  doing 
clinical  trials  with  the  new  laser  technology.  He 


also  chairs  the  technology  assessment  commit- 
tee for  the  American  Urology  Association.

I     A  $4.6  million  grant  from  the  National 
Institutes  of  Health  will  enable  UMMC  scientists 
to  embark  on  a  five-year  project  to  study  cellular 
and  molecular  mechanisms  underlying  smooth 
muscle  function.  Under  the  leadership  of  Fredric 
Fay,  PhD,  professor  of  physiology  and  pharma- 
cology, investigators  hope  to  shed  new  light  on 
fundamental  processes  that,  when  unbalanced, 
produce  hypertension,  asthma,  and  other  dis- 


an  outpatient  basis,  he  continues  to 
work  on  the  bone  marrow  transplanta- 
tion research  he  began  .it  the  University 
of  Virginia  with  other  members  of  the 
UMMU  ( lancer  Uentei  team.  1  lis  recent 
papers  have  examined  stem  cell  charac- 
teristics of  human  bone  marrow  after  its 
treatment  with  5-fluorouracil,  a  drug 
that  blocks  DNA  synthesis  and  kills 
tumor  cells,  and  subsequent  transplanta- 
tion of  the  marrow  back  into  the  patient. 

"The  key  now  is  testing,"  says 
Stewart.  In  early  1994,  UMMC  expects  to 
open  its  nine-bed  bone  marrow  trans- 
plant unit  together  with  marrow  cryo- 
preservation  and  gene  therapy  labs. 
With  Stewart  around,  the  new  facilities 
are  sure  to  serve  as  clinical  classrooms.

Twenty  years  ago,  heart  attack  sufferers 
were  likely  to  be  hospitalized  for  a  mini- 
mum of  three  weeks.  Today,  because  of 
changes  in  the  medical  management  of 
cardiac  patients,  and  because  of  continu- 
ing efforts  to  hold  down  healthcare 
costs,  a  patient  who  experiences  a  heart 
attack  is  likely  to  be  out  of  the  hospital 
within  a  week. 

This  means  "the  patient  has  to 
make  a  rapid  transition,  physically  and 
psychologically,  to  recover  from  a  major 
life-threatening  condition,"  according  to 
Nalini  N.  Jairath,  PhD,  assistant  profes- 
sor of  nursing  at  UMMC's  Graduate 
School  of  Nursing.  Jairath  is  principal 
investigator  of  a  $500,000  federal  grant 
to  develop  a  new  cardiac  nursing  subspe- 
cialty program.  It  will  prepare  graduate 
nursing  students  for  their  roles  in  the 
care  of  cardiac  and  cardiovascular  surgi- 
cal patients  in  acute,  critical  care  and 
rehabilitation  settings. 

"Cardiac  surgery  patients  are  being 
'fast  tracked'  as  well,"  she  adds. 
"Someone  undergoing  bypass  surgery  is 
admitted  to  the  hospital  the  night 
before  the  operation,  and  is  out  of  the 
hospital  five  days  later."  After  this  com-

plex  surgery,  "many  patients  must  dra- 
matically change  their  entire  way  of  liv- 
ing." The  way  they  eat,  the  types  of  activ- 
ities they  engage  in,  even  roles  they 
assume  within  the  family  may  alter. 

Says  Jairath:  "The  experience  and 
its  consequences  are  enormous  for 
patients."  Caring  for  them  requires  a 
sophisticated  level  of  nursing  skill, 
because  nurses  care  for  cardiac  patients 
around  the  clock  while  they're  in  the 
hospital,  and  during  rehabilitation 
afterwards. 

"We  now  define  the  nurse's  role 
more  clearly  in  cardiac  nursing,  as  going 
beyond  performing  discrete  tasks  to 
helping  patients  cope  with  the  impact  of 
a  cardiac  condition  on  their  lives,"  says 
Jairath.  "Changes  in  the  delivery  of 
healthcare  also  have  intensified  the 
need  for  highly  trained  nurses  to  pro- 
vide cardiac  care  on  both  an  inpatient 
and  outpatient  basis." 

Cardiovascular  disease  causes  more 
deaths  among  Americans  than  any  other 
single  disease  —  about  35  percent  of  all 
deaths  in  the  United  States.  Each  year, 
about  1,500,000  people  in  this  country 
suffer  acute  myocardial  infarctions. 


About  one-third  of  them  die,  and  more 
than  half  of  the  survivors  have  signifi- 
cant psychologic,  physiologic  or  socio- 
logic  disabilities.  The  numbers  of  car- 
diac patients  are  likely  to  increase  in  the 
future,  as  the  U.S.  population  ages,  yet 
there  is  already  a  shortage  of  critical 
care  nurses  —  a  recent  survey  of  hospi- 
tals reported  a  vacancy  rate  of  nearly 
14  percent. 

"There  are  just  a  handful  of  gradu- 
ate nursing  programs  within  the  country 
that  offer  cardiac  nursing  programs,  and 
none  in  this  immediate  area,"  Jairath 
reports,  "so  our  program  definitely 
meets  a  need.  UMass  was  already  a  cen- 
ter of  excellence  in  cardiology  and  car- 
diovascular medicine,  so  it  made  sense 
to  have  a  nursing  program  to  comple- 
ment that." 

Eight  students  are  expected  to  be 
admitted  to  the  program  each  year.  In 
addition  to  signing  up  for  the  estab- 
lished acute/critical  track  of  the  Master 
of  Science  degree,  students  attend  spe- 
cial seminars  on  cardiac  nursing;  take 
required  courses  in  cardiopulmonary 
regulation,  advanced  cardiac  nursing 
and  risk  factor  management;  and 
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medically  trained  researchers  in  the  U.S. 
and  abroad. 

f    The  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Mental  Health  (DMH)  selected  UMMC's 
Department  of  Psychiatry  as  a  site  for  a  major 
research  center.  UMMC,  in  addition  to  the 
Massachusetts  Mental  Health  Center,  are  the 
only  Research  Centers  of  Excellence  established 
by  the  DMH.  With  its  initial  $1.8  million  two- 
year  award,  UMMC  will  focus  on  psychosocial, 


behavioral,  and  forensic  research  related  to  the 
needs  of  the  severely  mentally  ill.  William 
Fisher,  PhD,  professor  of  psychiatry,  has  been 
named  director  of  the  center. 
|    Daniel  A.  Pollen,  MD,  professor  of 
neurology  and  physiology,  traced  the  devastat- 
ing path  of  familial  Alzheimer's  disease  through 
five  generations  of  one  family  in  his  book 
Hannah's  Heirs,  published  by  Oxford  University 
Press.  His  book  chronicles  the  way  in  which

complete  a  research  project  in 
cardiac  nursing. 

"A  graduate  education  makes  you 
think  more  analytically,  and  develops 
your  skills  in  critical  thinking  and  judg- 
ment,"Jairath  points  out.  "This  program 
allows  practicing  nurses  to  return  to 
school  and  learn  about  innovations  in 
nursing  and  cardiology,  while  develop- 
ing new  perspectives  using  research  and 
theory.  Traditionally',  much  of  what 
nurses  learned  was  through  apprentice- 
ship. But  ours  is  a  systematic,  focused 
program  that  will  challenge  nurses  to 
deliver  increasingly  sophisticated  care 
while  helping  patients  repattern  their 
lives  so  that  they  are  truly  'heart- 
healthy.'" 

Jairath  says  because  of  this  special- 
ized knowledge  GSN  graduates  will  be  in 
great  demand:  they  know  the  legal,  ethi- 
cal, societal  and  political  issues  in  nurs- 
ing, and  understand  how  the  healthcare 
system  works  "from  the  inside  out."

I     UMMC  dedicated  its  newest 
research  facility,  Two  Biotech  (located  in  the 
Massachusetts  Biotechnology  Research  Park), 
at  a  ceremony  where  leaders  from  Worcester's 
business,  civic  and  government  communities 
also  welcomed  Peter  J.  Quesenberry,  MD,  direc- 
tor of  UMMC's  new  Cancer  Center.

Engage  in  conversation  with  ethicist 
Marjorie  Clay,  PhD,  and  soon  two  things 
become  abundantly  clear:  philosophers 
raise  the  practice  of  doodling  to  a  high 
art,  and  ethics  is  not  a  spectator  sport. 

"Diagrams  help  make  things  clear," 
Clay  explains,  and  quickly  offers  a  sketch 
of  three  intersecting  circles.  One  circle 
is  labeled  facts,  another  values  and  the 
third  treatment  options.  "For  example,  if  a 
physician  treats  a  patient  according  to 
the  facts  at  hand  and  the  treatment 
options  available,  but  excludes  the 
patient's  values,  then  this  diagram  helps 
us  understand  how  it's  likely  that  the 
patient  will  refuse  that  treatment. 
Ideally,  a  physician  aims  for  a  treatment 
plan  that  lands  in  the  center  of  this  dia- 
gram, not  just  in  one  or  two  circles." 

In  other  words,  Clay  believes,  every 
decision  to  offer  medical  treatment  — 
or  to  withhold  it  —  is  a  negotiation 
among  all  participants  in  a  case,  about 
the  facts,  treatment  options  and  values 
that  shape  our  decisions.  So  ethical  rea- 
soning becomes  a  natural  extension  of 
clinical  reasoning,  in  her  view.  And  if 
the  ethical  aspect  of  the  decision  is  not 
visible,  it's  because  either  the  partici- 


pants don't  have  a  common  vocabulary 
to  talk  about  it,  or  because  the  ethical 
component  of  the  case  is  as  straightfor- 
ward as  the  medical  part. 

As  the  daughter  of  a  nursing  direc- 
tor in  a  small  community  hospital,  Clay 
began  discussing  hospital  problems  — 
and  ethics  —  at  a  very  early  age.  Before 
coming  to  UMass  in  1992,  she  spent  two 
decades  teaching  philosophy  at  the 
University  of  Oklahoma  and  at 
Bloomsburg  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
where  she  taught  medical  ethics  at  a 
number  of  nearby  hospitals. 

"I'm  a  maverick  in  the  field,"  she 
acknowledges  with  a  grin.  "I've  always 
wanted  philosophy  to  be  practical,  a  way 
of  illuminating  everyday  life." 

Although  people  often  go  into  med- 
icine because  they  want  to  help  others, 
Clay  points  out,  circumstances  like  time 
and  cost  sometimes  create  difficult  ethi- 
cal dilemmas:  "A  lot  of  healthcare  practi- 
tioners operate  in  a  pressure  cooker. 
What  happens  at  the  end  of  an  examina- 
tion, say,  when  a  patient  suddenly 
expresses  a  concern  about  AIDS  and 
there  are  six  patients  lined  up  in  the 
waiting  room?  Does  the  physician  spend 


extra  time  talking  to  this  patient,  or 
keep  the  appointments  with  the  people 
who  are  waiting?" 

Clay  strives  to  offer  an  ongoing 
education  in  ethics  to  "students"  from 
virtually  every  corner  of  the  UMMC 
community:  faculty,  hospital  staff  and 
students.  These  "classes"  take  several 
forms:  case  studies,  teaching  the  ethics 
component  of  various  courses  and  clini- 
cal clerkships,  and  speaking  with  nurses 
during  grand  rounds.  She  is  also  work- 
ing with  UMMC's  Treatment  Issues 
Committee  on  projects  that  range  from 
creating  an  ethics  consultation  service  to 
planning  multidisciplinary  ethics 
rounds. 

However,  no  matter  who  the  audi- 
ence, Clay's  goal  is  the  same.  'Values  are 
embedded  in  almost  every  decision  we 
make.  By  engaging  in  conversation  with 
people,  and  especially  by  playing  devil's 
advocate  during  a  discussion,  I  chal- 
lenge the  views  that  people  hold,  and 
encourage  them  to  articulate  the  rea- 
sons behind  their  gut  feelings,"  she  says. 
"It's  essential  for  all  of  us  to  do  that,  no 
matter  what  our  professions.  We  can't 
just  go  through  the  world  experiencing.

Medicine.  Through  the  UMass  Foundation  in 
Amherst,  UMMC  purchased  the  three-story  build- 
ing from  the  Worcester  Business  Development 
Corporation,  owner  and  developer  of  the 
Biotech  Park.

This  is  especially  important,  Clay 
adds,  at  UMass,  a  tertiary  care  facility 
that  cares  for  the  sickest  people  in  the 
region.  Consequently,  there  are  more 
inherent  issues  about  when  medical 
interventions  are  futile  or  unwanted. 

And  we  will  face  more,  not  fewer, 
medical  dilemmas  in  the  future,  she  pre- 
dicts, as  cost  constraints  become  more 
commonplace:  "What  happens  down  the 
line,  when  we  have  the  technological 
ability  to  treat  someone,  but  we  can't 
afford  it?  The  decisions  we  make  in 
medicine  are  becoming  increasingly 
complex  because,  paradoxically,  we  have 
more  options  but  less  freedom  to  choose 
among  them." 

Her  ongoing  development  of  ways 
to  educate  the  UMMC  community  about 
ethics  leads  Clay  to  conclude:  "The  one 
student  who  is  always  learning  the  most 
is  me.  I  have  the  best  job  in  the  world, 
because  I  learn  from  every  encounter."

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Learner  Among  Teachers 


It's  3  a.m.,  but  none  of  the  postdoctoral 
and  graduate  students  in  the  molecular 
medicine  laboratory  seems  to  think 
there's  anything  unusual  about  working 
through  the  night. 

What  drives  these  young  scientists  to 
work  such  ungodly  hours?  Part  of  the 
reason  is  the  example  of  the  lab's  direc- 
tor, Roger  Davis,  PhD,  who  spends  long 
hours  in  the  laboratory  when  he's  not 
traveling  around  the  country  delivering 
papers  or  conferring  with  colleagues 
about  the  latest  discoveries  in  cancer 
research. 

But  there's  another  reason. 
"Science  is  exciting,"  Davis  says."And 
it's  fun." 

Some  of  the  excitement  comes  from 
living  and  working  at  a  time  when  bio- 
medical discoveries  are  occurring  at  a 
dizzying  pace.  The  unlocking  of  the 
secrets  of  DNA  has  led  to  a  veritable 
explosion  of  knowledge. 

"History  may  well  look  back  on  this 
as  the  golden  age  of  biomedical  sci- 
ence," Davis  believes.  "A  graduate  stu- 
dent today  can  realistically  expect  to  dis- 
cover a  disease-related  gene  during  the 
course  of  his  or  her  training." 


Although  Davis  fully  expects  his  stu- 
dents to  make  such  discoveries,  his  hope 
is  simply  that  they  will  have  as  much  fun 
in  their  careers  as  he  has  had  in  his. 
"Achievements  are  very  satisfying,"  he 
says,  "but  the  fun  of  science  is  in  the 
doing." 

Davis,  an  avid  mountain  climber, 
sees  important  parallels  between  science 
and  his  favorite  avocation.  "It's  not 
reaching  the  summit  that's  important," 
he  says.  "It's  the  process  of  getting 
there." 

In  the  laboratory,  prospective 
scientists  learn  by  observing  the  way  the 
principal  investigator  and  other 
researchers  choose  problems,  tackle, 
and  solve  them.  They  also  learn  by  par- 
ticipating in  the  daily  discussions  of  what 
worked,  what  didn't,  and  what  might 
make  an  experiment  work  better. 

"One  of  the  exciting  things  about 
basic  research  is  that  you  never  know 
where  it  will  lead,"  Davis  says.  "New 
things  are  happening  all  the  time. 
Although  this  laboratory  is  very  focused 
on  cancer  research,  last  year  we  discov- 
ered that  an  underlying  mechanism  of 
tissue  inflammation  is  the  same  as  that 


in  some  forms  of  cancer.  This  discovery 
will  almost  certainly  lead  to  entirely  new 
drugs  to  treat  inflammation." 

Davis  views  himself  as  a  learner 
among  learners.  "The  goal  of  our  labora- 
tory is  to  obtain  new  information.  In 
this,  I  am  as  much  a  learner  as  are  my 
students.  The  only  real  difference  is  that 
I  have  been  at  it  longer." 

Davis  derives  great  satisfaction  from 
knowing  that  he  is  generating  colleagues 
for  the  future.  He  fully  expects  the  stu- 
dents currently  working  in  his  lab  — 
supported  by  funds  from  the  Howard 
Hughes  Medical  Institute  and  the 
National  Cancer  Institute  —  to  establish 
their  own  laboratories.  "Ten  years  from 
now,  some  of  them  may  well  be  the  lead- 
ers in  the  field,"  he  says. 

While  science  may  appear  fiercely 
competitive,  Davis  considers  it  highly 
collegial.  "My  biggest  competitors  are 
also  my  best  scientific  friends,"  he  says. 
Advances  in  communications  have  creat- 
ed a  global  scientific  community.  "Right 
now,  we're  collaborating  with  people  in 
Europe,  in  Boston,  in  Colorado  —  all 
over  the  world." 
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regional  or  national  disaster  requiring  federal 
medical  response.  The  UMass  team  is  among 
1 0  from  across  the  country  now  considered  a 
"primary  responder"  under  the  National  Disaster 
Medical  System.  Established  in  1 990,  the  1 57- 
member  volunteer  team  is  composed  of  physi- 
cians, nurses,  paramedics,  EMTs,  administrative 
and  logistical  personnel  from  various  healthcare 
organizations  throughout  Central  Massachusetts. 


Richard  Evans,  MD,  UMMS  '82, 
was  named  chief  medical  examiner  for  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  Also  a  gradu- 
ate of  UMMC's  pathology  residency  program, 
Evans  served  as  chief  medical  examiner  for 
Rhode  Island  prior  to  his  appointment. 

Scarcely  an  article  is  written  on  the 
subject  of  meditation  and  alternative  medicine 
that  does  not  mention  UMMC's  Stress  Reduction 


Program.  It  has  been  featured  in  The  New  York 
Times,  Newsweek,  ABC's  Good  Morning 
America,  and  many  other  national  news  media 
outlets.  In  1 993,  renewed  and  widespread 
attention  came  in  the  aftermath  of  a  PBS  Bill 
Moyers  series,  Healing  and  the  Mind,  which  fea- 
tured the  program  and  its  director/founder,  Jon 
Kabat-Zinn,  PhD,  associate  professor  of  medi- 
cine. Moyers  also  published  Healing  and  the 


Scientists  tend  to  view  the  break- 
throughs of  others  as  opportunities  to 
advance  their  own  research  because,  as 
Davis  puts  it,  "the  focus  of  the  scientist  is 
to  gain  knowledge  for  the  future." 

Technology  also  contributes  to  the 
pace  at  which  scientific  secrets  are 
unlocked.  Davis's  laboratory  is  home  to 
a  computer  capable  of  deciphering  the 
genetic  code  from  a  single  DNA  mole- 
cule in  24  hours.  "Five  years  ago,  it 
would  have  taken  several  people  six 
months  to  do  what  this  machine  can  do 
in  a  day,"  Davis  says.  Besides  shortening 
the  process,  technology  frees  the  imagi- 
nation. Liberated  from  some  of  the 
more  tedious  chores,  researchers  can 
focus  on  interpreting  information  and 
discovering  where  it  leads. 

"It's  important  to  keep  our  research 
grounded  in  practicality,"  Davis  says. 
"Our  role  both  as  a  member  of  the 
University's  Program  in  Molecular 
Medicine  and  as  a  'neighbor'  of  the 
biotech  community  is  a  constant 
reminder  of  the  need  for  what  we're 
doing  and  the  benefits  that  can  result." 
And,  of  course,  the  fun  that  can  be  had 
along  the  way.

Education  cannot 
be  thought  of  as  just  an  exercise  for 
obtaining  degrees.

Whatever  configuration  healthcare 
reform  finally  adopts,  it  will  be  only  as 
good  as  the  health  professionals  and  sci- 
entists who  must  make  it  an  effective 
and  humane  system.  As  you  face  the 
tomorrows  of  your  careers,  recall  the 
words  of  Dr.  George  Washington  Carver, 
who  said:  "How  far  you  go  in  life 
depends  on  your  being  tender  with  the 
young,  compassionate  with  the  aged, 
sympathetic  with  the  striving,  and  toler- 
ant of  both  the  weak  and  the  strong. 
Because  at  some  time  in  life  you  will 
have  been  one  or  all  of  these." 

It  is  now  up  to  you  to  realize  your 
dreams,  building  upon  the  guidance 
and  examples  provided  to  you  here, 
while  endowing  the  excellence  of  this 
august  institution  with  your  own  best 
attributes.  Make  your  personal  career 
one  that  not  onlv  sustains  life,  but  also 
affirms  life.

The  generosity  of  dedicated  UMMC  employees  has  made  an 
important  difference  to  children  who  are  hospitalized  at 
UMass.  As  a  result  of  these  gifts,  the  Children's  Medical 
Center  (CMC)  Child  Life  Program  has  been  able  to  expand 
its  expressive  arts  therapy  program,  providing  hospitalized 
children  with  clown  and  music  therapy,  as  well  as  a  "thera- 
peutic movement"  program.  Additional  funds  have  gone  to 
purchase  new  toys,  books,  and  arts  and  crafts  materials  so 
important  to  a  hospitalized  child. 


The  Child  Life  Program  at  the  CMC  is  run  by  certified 
child  life  specialists  who  help  young  patients  and  their  families 
cope  with  the  stress  of  a  hospital  experience.  Children  are 
provided  with  a  friendly  environment  where  they  can  act  out 
their  feelings  about  illness  and  hospitalization. 

The  playroom  and  teen  room  are  safe  havens  for  chil- 
dren and  adolescents,  where  no  medical  procedures  or  discus- 
sions are  allowed.  But  children  who  can't  leave  their  rooms 
don't  miss  out,  because  the  program  goes  to  their  bedsides.
